Claimant, DORA S. G, KNAPP, who owned a stoCk interest‘in the"Central
Violeta Sugar Company, S.A., asserts a clalm under T1t1e 'V of the. Interna=
tional Claims Settlement Act of 1949 - as. amended agalnst the Government of

Cuba because of its natlonallzatlon of sald Company., "

In our decision entitled the C1a1m of Huntley E Cox (Clalm No. CU=29+4

which we 1ncorporate hereln by reference), we held that the propertles of

the Company were natlonallzed or otherw1se taken by the Government of Cuba, :
on October 13, 1960, and that this type of clalm 1s compensable to an -
American national under the facts and condltlons set forth thereln. We

need not again detail here the reasons or the method used in determlnlng

_ the value per share of $30.4318.

On the basis of evidence in the record in the 1nstant case the Com=
mission flnds that this clalmant comes -within the terms of the Cox dec1s1on;’
that she was an American natlonal at the requlslte.tlmes that she has’ been
the owner of 14 shares of stock in the Central Vloleta Sugar Company, S A.
since prior to October 13, 1960; and that she suffered a loss in the amount -
of $426,05 w1th1n the meaning of Tltle v of the Act Further the Commls=
sion finds that the amount of loss sustalned shall be 1ncreased by 1nterest
thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from October 13, 1960, the-date-of

loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the -settlement thereof._.
